The town warrant of the la-t annual 
town meeting contained an article asking 
for the appropriation of the sum of 
twelve hundred dollars with which to 
purchase and equip a new Hook and 
lankier Track for Ward:* Mhcn the 
above-mentioned article came up f'»r 
consideration at the tow n house, consid¬ 
erable discussion arose as to the advisa¬ 
bility of appropriating that sum. ns sev¬ 
eral residents of other wards of the tow n, 
who considered themselves authorities 
upon the matter, argued that a truck,

could be obtained for less money. Some

Carrots, parsnips and turnip* often 
fail for the want of i*ood need Yet any 
farmer may n* cheaply raise a supply for 
himself as to run to seed stores In the 
spring and buy he known not what. It Is 
rather surprising to see how many 
farmers resort to the city to Imy semis, 
when they can so easily save enough 
from their ow n gardens.

There I* no necessity for feeding grain 
to horses iu winter if they are not at 
work. Ilay contains more mineral 
matter, starch ami protein than an idle 
horse will require, and grain Is of no 
advantage. It Is proper, however, to 
give horses a variety. A mess of scalded 
bran once or twice a week, ami carrots 
every day, will ho ample.

Many farmers believe in using manure 
in hill*, hut the method of using depend* 
upon the quality of manure on hand. If 
the land l* level nnd there I* no liability 
of the rain washing the manure from the 
soil the work of spreading may lie done 
in the fall w here plowing has been done. 
The question of when to spread Is one 
Hint each farmer must determine for 
himself, as everything depends upon llie 
conditions on the farm.

While farmers have always made 
clover hay a specialty in feeding adults, 
yet It Is more valuable for young stock 
than may he supposed If cutup very 
line ami then sculdcd it makes one of the 
best rations in winter for poultry ami 
will promote laying. For ducks ami 
geese it can not he excelled. If cut very 
line and mixed with cookml turnips or 
carrots clover hay will ho relished hy 
young pigs uml it will promote rapid 
grow tli.

We plant apple trees thirty feet apart, 
Willie we plant corn three uml a half feet 
apart, for the reason that the foliage of 
an apple tree hears the same rela¬ 
tion to thirty feet that the foliage of a 
hill of corn hears t*> three and a half feet. 
Also, tliut tin* r*Mits of the tree occupy 
the entire thirty feet of space as well as 
the roots of corn occupy the three and 
a half feet of space.

There is nothing theoretical uliout 
experimenting; on the contrary. It is 
essentially practical, uml the successful 
farmers tiKlay are those who ex|tcrlmcnt 
on their own account. Kx|H‘rimciiting 
may he dell tied as questioning the soil, 
so os to learn, hy meat)* of increased or 
decreased yields, which special line of 
treatment I* most economical uml 
profitable.

Vol'Kti Thkkk.— 1 Take sway all stubble, 
grass or weed* from their stems, so thut 
mice may not tlnd material* for their 
nests; tlieu hank the trees with clear 
earth, aud they are ready for whiter 
Where tree* *tund in mowing ground it 
will he well to clear away the grass roots 
uml throw line manure or loum close to 
their trunk* Thi* will keep the mice 
away, uml In* a good fertilizer when 
spread early in the spring.
